On January f>, Mr. J IV Hess 
business manager of the Pniversity 
of Tennessee. Mr. J. T. Grar.bery 
of Brentwood, a member of I T . T 
l’.oard of Trustees and a member 
of the agricultural and engineer¬ 
ing committee of the board, arid 
two architects of Nashville, spent 
the day on the campus studying 
the location for the new agricul¬ 
ture building. 

The Faculty Building Committee, 
composed of Mr Meek, Mr. Knepp, 
and Mr. Stanford, are studying the 
total campus situation in regard 
to a perfect location which will not 
interfere with future pians for ex¬ 
pansion of other buildings 
tour elevation maps of the entire 

Mr. Knepp has been making con- 
campus in connection with the gen¬ 
eral plans. Mr Horton and Mr. 
McMahan are now figuring needs 
for facilities in this building which 
will also house biology classes. Mr 
McMahan has plans for making 
this one of the most complete, up- 
to-date buildings in existence. 

Hart and McBryde, architects 
from Nashville, have been named 
'official architects to erect the new 
$323,000 building. The state legis¬ 
lature has voted for the allotment 
of $325,000 for the erec tion of the 
new building.
